The Reft | have Reaton to ex- 
pet from your Zeal, and prudent Deliberations; of which 
the Foundation, already laid, gives me well-grounded 
Hopes. 
In the mean Time, the State of the War Abroad, has 
received a confiderable Alteration. Though France has 
made fome further Progref$ in the Netheilands; yet the 


‘ wnited Provinces, whofe Interefts are fo ftriélly conne&- 


ed with ours, haye been preferved from that Danger, 
which threatned fhem at the Opening of the Campaign ; 
and aconfiderable Army remains there for their Defence. 
It has pleated God to blef$the Arms of my good Aliies 
the Emprefs Queen of Hungary, and the King af Sardi- 
nia, with fignal Succefs in Italy. The Acqu'fitions, 
made there by our Enemies, have been recovered from 
them; their Forces, broken and almott ruined, have been 
obliged to evacuate that Country; and an Irruption is 
now adtually making into France; whereby the Diftref- 
Ses of that, Kingdom muft be greatly increated; anda 
proportiouable Divertion made in Favour of the Low 
Countries. 

I have often affured you, that my fole A‘m in carry- 
ing on this juft and neceflary War, isa fife and honour- 
able Peace. Inthis View, I have thewed a fincere Dif- 
pofition towards a general Pacification. I have confent- 


ed to the Holding of Conferences at Breda, in Order to | 


try, whether our Enemies will, in the Event, agree to 





my particular Care to exert our Strength at Sea, in the 

mott effe@tual Manner, for the Defence of my King- 

doms, aud Pofleffions; the Prote€tion of the Trade of 

my Subpeées; and che Annoyance of our Enemies, 
Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

I have ordered the Eftimates for the enfuing Year to be 
Prepared, and laid before you; and defire you to grant 
me fuch Supplies, as thall be requifice for your own Se- 
curity; and for carrying on fuch Meatures, as it thall be 
neceffary for Great Britain to purfue, in the prefent im- 
portant Conjunétare. It gives me much Concern to be 
obliged, at the fame Time, to acquaint you, that by rea- 
fon of the unavoidable Accidents, and Confequences of 
War, the Funds appropriated for the Support of my Ci- 
vil Government, have, forfome Years paft, fallen great- 
ly fhort of the Reverue intended, and granted, by Par- 
liament: I therefore rely on your known Affeétion to 
me, to find out fome Method to make good this Deti- 


ciency. 
My Lords and Gentlemen, 

Nothing is fo valuable, and effential to me, as your vi- 
gorous Support. On this I depend; and I truft you will 
demonférate it, by the Zeal, Unanimity, and Difpatch 
of your Proceedings.

The HISTORY of Europe, 
From the WESTMINSTER FOURNAL, 

Our Attention for fume Weeks putt, bas been all 
turned on the Side of Provence, where we hope to fee 
an Enemy diftreffad, who hath fo long had it in her 
Power todiftrefs all her Neighbours. any Obdftructi- 
ons doubtlefs there were to the fudden Execution of fuch 
a Scheme, as the Nature of the Country through which 
the Allies were to pafs, the March of the Enemies, who 
deftroyed or carried off with them all the Provifions they 
could find, juft before, and the Difficulty of crofling a

rapid River inthe Face of an oppofing Army, muft fuffi- : 
ciently demonttrate to thofe who refle& on them: But 
nothing is too hard for Refolution and Perfeverance, and 
the Paffage of the Varo has been effected betore the late 
Advices trom that Side allowed us tothink it would be 
attempted. 

The Difficulty of getting Provifions to the invading 
Army being fooner furmounted by the Hc lp of the En- 
glith Fleet, than we had here proinifed ourfilves, Gene- 
ral Count brown, knowing that all was ready, gave out 
however that it would not be fo for another Fortnight 
at leaft. His Defign inthis was doubtlets to make tie 
Enemy fecure, while he cifeéted his Paflage by Sur prize, 
{carcely hoping they would adandon the Werks as had 
ere&ted to withitand him. Butthey had fo good Notice 
as to provide for their own Safety, and to retire under 
Grafle, leaving the Auftrians and Piedmontefe to enter 
into their Country without Interruption. 

Tho’ we are threatned with a Winter Siege of Mae- 
ftricht, to makea fecond Part of rhe Siege ot Bruffels, it 
does not feem that we need be very folicitous about it ; 
becaufe the French, by attacking that Place, will be- 
gin an offeative War againft the Dutch within their au- 
ticnt Bairier, which will make a confiderable Alteration 
in the State of the Cafe between thote thofe two Nations. 
And as for the Invafion with which they again menace 
vs, fince-his Majefty, in his Speech, does not take the 
leaht Notice of it, 1 prefume it has not yet frighten’d even 
the moft timid of our M rs. 

At the Court of Berlin all is till Myftery and Silence, 
not aBreath efcaping that may unridale the true Senti- 
mints of h's Pruffian Majefty. We only know, that 
the Confpiracy lately talked of is {till dangerous to fome 
Perfons ; that the Troops of that Monarch have been 
much augmented, that the Recruiging Officers are cal- 
led Home to join their refpeétive Corps, and that fome 
Biow is fudgnly expeéted. 

If Bohemia fhou!d feel this, the Court of Vicnna ftill 
comforts itfelf with Hope of the long talked of Ruflian 
Succours. Inthe meantime, fhe tukes what Precau- 
tions are inher Power to fecure that Kingdom. As the 
Princefs of Saxony has a€tually been dcmanded by the 
French Minifter,we need not doubt of agood Underftan- 
ding between the Courts of Fountainbleau and Warfaw. 

Yellerday his|Majefty went again tothe Houfe of Peers, 
to give the Royal Affent to the Bill for the farther fuf- 

nding the Habeas Corpus A& to the 20th Day of Fe- 

ruary next. 

We are affured the Severn Man of War, lately taken 
by the French, had no Riches on board but what be- 
longed to the Crew, the Merchants having put none on 
board on Account of her being in a very decay’d Con- 
dition. This was one of the Ships which failed with Ad- 
miral Anfon. 

From the Loudon Evening Poft, Nov. 20. 
As Extra of a I.etter from a foreign Minifter at Paris 
to anotler at the Hague, dated Nev. 22. 

In the Difcourfe which the King had with the Pretend- 
er’s Eldeft Son at Fontainbleau, upon his firft Arrival 
from Scotland, his Majefty told him, That he fhould be 
very defirous of having in Writing a Detail of the princi- 
pal Ciscuinftances of his A ffairs in Scotland, and the Rea- 








fons which he thought mght be the Caufe of his not fuc- 
ceedinz in his Enterprize: Since which he has fatisfied 
the King, by delivering a Memorial, coutaining a parti- 
cular Relatio. of his Expecition, wherein he pretends to 
have a powerful Party in England: but what is the moft 
extraordinary is, that this Mcimorial contains Particulari- 
tes and Anecdotes upon the Factions th.t there are a- 
gainft him (the young Pretender) at the Court of France, 
and how far thete contributed to prevent his being fup- 
ported in his Enterprize. He likewile therein difcovered 
Things which furprited the King, vz. that the Promifes 
and Orders of that Monarch had been prevented from be- 
ing performed and obey’d by fuch and fuch Minitters, 
whom he tocrein named. He proved what he advanced, 
by fhewing, that ifa certain Order of the King, dated 

which had been delivered to M. d’Argenfon, Miuiter 
of War, had been duly executed, according to the Intey- 
tions of the King, he had fucceeded much better ia his 
Expedition, and, perhaps, to his Withes.— The pu- 
blick News Papers here mention an Accommodation that 
was upon the Point of being concluded between the Courts 
of France, Spain, and Turin: But this is fo fer frcm de- 
ing truc, that even the Conclufion of the Treaty which 
is upon the Tapis between Franceand Spain, meets with 
fuch Difficulties, as may poffioly occafion a Rupture be- 
tween the two Monarchics.
